| NEW YEAR. 

THE New Year’s Day, or the day wherein the 
ear commences, has always been very different, in 
“different nations ; and yet in all it bas been held in 
. great veneration. 

Among the Romans, the firft’ and laft day of 
the year were confecrgted to Janus ; oa which ac- 
count it was, ‘that they reprefented him with two 
faces. , 

To them we owe the ceremony of withing an 
happy new.year, which y Lag to be very antient. 
Before the firlt day was fpent, they not only vifited 
and. complimented .each other, but alfo prefented 
firene, and offered vaws to the Gods for the prefer- 
vation of each other. Lucian reprefents it as a prac- 
tice of a very antieat ftanding, even in his time ; 
and refers it to Numa: Ovid, intimates the fame 
ceremony, in the beginning of his Fatti : 

Poftera lux oritur, linguifque animifque favete, 
Nunc dicenda bona funt bona verba die. 


And Pliny, more exprefsly, lib. xxiii. cap. 1. Pri- 
"mum anni incipientis diem letis precationibus invi- 
cém fauftum ominantur. 

The civil, or legal year in England, commences 
on the day of the annunciation, /.¢. on the 25th day 
of March; though the hiftorical year begins on the 
circumcifion, 7. ¢. the firft of January, on which day 
the German and Italian year alfo begins. Stowe 
obferves, that William the Conqueror having been 
crowned on the firft of January, that thenceforth 
became the fir{t of the year for hiftorians, though in 
’ all civil affairs they retained the ancient manner ef 
accounting, which began with the 25th of March. 
‘The part of the year between thofe two terms is 
ufually exprefled both Ways, as’ 1748-9, or tite 

eight above the nine. Sinte, the Conqueror, the 
King’s patents, charters, proclamations, &c. are u- 
fually dated by the year of the King’s reign. 

‘The Church, as to her folemn fervice, begins the 
year on the firit Sunday in Advent, which is always 
that next St Andrew’s day, or the 30th of Novem- 
ber. 


a civil year, which commenced with the new moon 
in September, and‘an ecclefiaftical year, which com- 
menced from the new moon in March. 

The French.year, during the reign of the Mero- 
vingian race, began on the day wherein the troops 
were reviewed, which was the-firft-day of March. 
Under the Carlovingians it began on-Chriitmas -day, 
‘and ‘under the.,Capetian’s oa Ealter Day ; which 
therefore vatied between the zad of March and the 
25th of April. 

And this ¢s:ftill the beginning of the French ec- 
clefiaftical year. 

Bur for the civil, Charles the Ninth appoint- 
ed in £764, that for the furure it fhould commence 
on the tirtt of January. 

Mahometans begin their year the minute the ‘fun 
enters Aries. ‘The Perfians in the month anfwer- 
ing to our June. The Chinefe and molt of the In- 
dians begin it with the firlt moon in March. The 
Brachmans begin it with the new moon in April, on 
which day they hold’‘a featt called Samuat Saradi 
pauduga, q. d. feaft of new year’sday, ‘The Mexi- 
cans, according to d’c\cofta, begin the year on our 
23d day of February, whenthe leaves begin to grow 
P green; their year conuits. of 14 months, having 20 
days cach, which making 360 days, the remaining 
five days are {pent in mirth, and no bufinefs fuffered 
to. be dope, nor even any fervice at the temples. 
| Alvarez relates much the fame of the Abyflinians, 
who begin their year on the 26th of Augult, and 
have five idle days at the end, which they coll Pago-
